The crown 
was ruined by the blow, but the illusion- 
ist went on with his tricks, and finally 
the hat was handed back to the owner 
with many bowo and smiles of thanks by 
the blonde female. About half an hour 
after the close of the performance Mr. 
Fleury discovered the condition of the 
plug, and he at once returned to the opera 
house believing of course that Herrmann 
would make the damage good. But in- 
stead of receiving even an apology, the 
great prestidigitatenr tlew into a passion 
and applied disrespectful remarks to the 
owner of the plug, and then the two 
Frenchmen—Herrmann is a native of 
France-talked excitedly together for a 
short time; but M. Fleury could get no 
satisfaction out of his countryman. The 
parties separated, but this morning the 
second act in the drama of "Plenry's 
Plug Hat" took place at the Union depot, 
when Constable Jack McWhinuey served 
a summons on Herrmann, calling for his 
appearance before Justice Albert in De- 
catur ou October 9th, to answer to « civil 
suit instituted at the instance of Mr.

Young Vig reeding1. 


Few pevons really know how to feed 


young pig* aright. 
They generally 


overdo the matter and give them top 
niiifh at a time. They rmiss and wal- 
low in the feed left in the trough, so 
that it is unlit for thorn, and when hun- 
ger forces them to oat it, it makes them 
8,ek 
The o^nor, seeing feed in the 


tiough, either adds-more to it, or waits 
till iT is oaton. In cither ease he does 
wron". Before footling the second time 
the trough should «/»«</<• be washed or 
swept out clean. Pigs should neicr be 
made to eat food in which they have 
tramped with their dirty foot. 
This 


leads to the remark that their feet should 
not be dirty- The pen should be so 
constructed" that the tecdinp; place—the 
tiough—should lie sufficiently ele\ateu 
so that the iuiees in the pen will not 
" nasty up' this part, and there should 
be iH'cldiii" enough in the pen lo enable 
the piss lo Keep tlioir feet and their en- 
tire bodies clean, when this is done the 
tioueh will not he so dirty and the pigs 
will an 1'ottor. We ha\e often cautioned 
against giving young pigs too hearty 
food a? it is injurious to them; f.o is 
diits food. 
The former produces de,- 


rann-ement of the stomach and bowels, 
le'idiiiff to diarrhea, and if continued to 
inflammation of the bowels, and the lat- 
ter to nausea, loss of appetite and per- 
haps the same results. In either case 
the pigs do not thrive. Another mis- 
take -\\hich must be guarded against is 
feeding swill or milk too sour. 


When wheat or rve bran is mixed 


with the swill, fermentation 
is very 


rapid, especially in hot weather, and 
the swill will reach a condition, unlit 
for food before the owner is aware of it, 
unless ho mixes only a suflieient quanti- 
ty at a time for one or two feedings 
ahead. Fermentation in a swill barrel 
wheie soul" milk K nii\ecl with tho con- 
tents is acthely going on all the time. 
As fermentation changes the character 
of feed, tho farmer often feeds his 
vonnn- pi"s just exactly that which is 
almost if not absolutely poisonous, 
while he i= supposing .ill of the time ho 
i-, triune them the most healthful and 
nutritious kinds of food.

he puts ,kim milk into his s'vill barrel, 
so much of it that it is not fod out as 
it is -imply sour and loppord, and it re- 
mains there until it undergoes the 
other forms of fermentation, and be- 
comes either acetous or putralai the, 
either condition rendering it unlit for 
food 
A swill barrel, to put it in plain 


language, so soui that its contents aro 
citlier urn-war or alcohol, or so stinking 
that putiefai lion is eudent, is not the- 
piupor medium for healthy pig".

™r all over the country the prices 
h j r all over the 
of potatoes are higher now than tow 
have been for years. During[thirpast 
week there was an advance of neariy 
one hundred per cent over thejJrteea 
asked the week before, and potatoes 
that brought four dollars t. barrel at 
wholesale now sell for seven dollar*, and 
even more. The fact that large quanti- 
ties of potatoes are now brought to Hew 
York from Long Island dbes not seem in 
any way to affect the price. The iuoon- 
sistencv between the receiptsol[potatoes 
from all points and the prices they bring 
ha?given rise to the suspicion that mere 
is a strong speculative interest in pota- 
toes that has succeeded in creating a 
corner. The suspicion has not been di- 
minished bv a rumor to the effect that 
thousands of dollars' worth of potatoes 
lm\e been thrown into the North and 
East Rhers bj interested persons. Mr. 
John Sutherland, among others, is 
strongly inclined to give credence to 
this nimor, and even goes so far as to 
say he knows it to be true, and Mr. 
Sutherland is not apt to speak without 
book 
Dock Commissioner Vanderpoei, 


when asked about the dumping of pota- 
toes in the liver and bay, said that sue! 
a thing could scarce!} be done without 
the Dock Department's knowledge ol 
the fact; and the Commissioners had not 
been notified that potatoes had been 
thrown into the waters of the harbor. 
He believed, therefore, the rumor was 
without foundation 
But he could give 


no other reason for his belief. 


Many produce-dealers were visited by 


the reporter. None of thorn were in- 
clined to admit that there was any truth 
in the report that potatoes had been 
wilfully destroyed foi the sake of cre- 
ating a corner in the market. Ihey 
said that it would be next to impossible 
to briii" tho market up much higher 
than it now is. Last season's drought 
was especially scveieupon food staples.

however, Europe

raised a suiplus of tho vegetables the 
supply of which failed in the United 
States, ami large shipments were at 
once, made and continued during the 
fall and winter.
